” cern every one to ſearch and try narrowly and throughly, 


whether they bein the faith which is of Gods Ele& yea or 
no: This may belightly looked upon with many, as though 
it were needlefle and below their condition and ſtate, as if 
it were eaſie to be in the faith of God, yea the very World 
the Apoſtatized Chriſtians will talk of a faith though it be 
dead and they yet in their fins ; But truly Friends I ſee in 
the Erernal that it 1s a great myſtery to be made partaker of 
the precious faith, which gives the vitory over the World,

And 1 find in the Scriptures of the Prophets thar there 
was few'that witneſſed and ſpoke of Faith, though there was 
many faithful men which by faith obtained a good. report, 
and died in the faith, by which they did the Commande- 
ments of God, according to his Eternal purpoſe, yer theFa- 
thers were under the cloud, and the appearance of God in

ownwork,, and then he will. have joy in himſelf aud 10t in ance 
ther. | 
Friends, be not offended that you are put toa ſearch and. 
warned before-hand , that your foundation and ſtanding 
may, be ſure when the day of tryal comes,. for the Lord hath 
ſaid Zech. 13. 9. I will bring the third part of. them through the 
2 fire, and. will refine them as ſilver 1 Tefined, and try them as gold 
eD ts. 
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is tryed, And they ſhall call on $a and I will bear them, TI 
- will ſay it is my people, and they ſhall ſay the Lord is my God. 

And Peter ſaith Te who are kept by the power of God through the 
faith anto ſalvation ready to be revealed in the laſt time, wherein ye 
greatly rejoyce, though now for a ſeaſon ye are in heavineſſe through 
manifold temptations, that the tryal of your faith being much more 
precious then gold that periſheth legs: it be tried by fire might be 
found unto the Praiſes honour and glory at the appearing of Feſus 
Chriſt 3 O bleſſed will ye be if you be found here, for then 
will you not think it ſtrange concerning the fiery tryalls 
which are to try you, but you will even rejoyce, inaſmuch 
as you are partakers of the ſufferings of Chriſt. 

Truly Friends my care is, with the defire of my ſoul,that 
you might come into the faith-of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, and 
that the ſame mind may be in you that was alſo in Chriſt 
Jeſus, who made himſelf of no reputaticn, but took upon 
him the form of a ſervant, and was made in the likenefle cf 
men, and being found in faſhion as a man he humbled him- 
ſelf, and became obedient to the death of the Croffe, and 
through thac he is exalted; And this is the path chat the 
faichful inChrift Jeſus muſt walk in,wch may be found ſtraic 
and narrow tothe firſt man which is rough and hairy, Eſau- 
like : And though (as I ſaid before) you may think ſtrange 
thar you ſhould be exhorced to come into the faith of the 
Lord Jeſus Chriſt, yet this is above the Diſciples condition, 
for they were often reproved for the want of this of their 
Lord and Maſter, when: he was exhorting them to take no- 
thought for their meat nor for their drink, neither for their 
body what they ſhould put on, for ſaith he ſhall he not much 
more clothe you O ye of little faith, And again when the tem- 
Peſt roſe upon the Sea, they begun to. be afraid,. Then ſaid 
he unto them, 7/by are ye fearful Q ye of little faith? And a- 
gain when he ſhewed them the Fig-ctree how it was withered, 
Chriſt ſaid unto them, If ye have faith and doubt not, ye ſhall not- 
onely do this which is done to this Fig-tree, but alſo if you ſay unto 
this mountain be thou removed into the Sea, and it ſhajl be done, and 
what ſoever you pray for believing all receive, And again hg... 

ſaid unto Peter when the Sea was boiſtrous and be afraid, hewitt

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afrer this Peters faith was ACS Again when that the Di- 
ſciples could not cure the man that was Lunatick, then Je 
ſus ſaid unto them, O faithleſſe and perverſe generation, how 
- Tong ſhall The with you ? how long ſhall I ſuffer you ? bring him þj- 
ther tome; And one of the Diſciples ſaid, why could not we c 
him out 2 Then Jeſus ſaid unto them, becauſe of your unbelief, 
For werily I ſay unto you, if you had faith as a grain of mntard<ſeed, 
you ſrorll ſay unto this mountain remove hence to yonder p'ace, and 
it ſhould be ſo, and nothing ſhall be unpoſſible unto you z And unto 
Thomas he ſaid, Be not faithleſſe but believing. ” 

So here is the very life of your life, chat you believe on 
the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, for whoſoever believeth on him ſhall not 
be aſhamed, for there is no difference between the Jew aud the Geek, 
for the ſame Lord over all is rich unto all that call upon him and be= 
lieve in him, 

And ſo now Friends, ſeeing that many when tryals come 

- upon them have been ſhaken,as you may ſee in the Scriptures 
more fully, Therefore in the fear of the Lord God keep cloſe 
and.near to the word of fairh which is nigh in the hearc,and 
neither aſcend nor deſcend, but keep to the righteouſneſſe 
of faith, and then you keep to the ſubſtance of things hoped 
for, andtothe Evidence and Teftimony of chings not ſeen. 
Through faith you may underſtand that the Worlds were 
made by the Invifible Word of God, ſo that things which 
are ſeen are not made of things which do appear, but by the 
immortalandErernalWord which was in the beginning, here 
you wil ſee him that is inviſible,as Abraham did who believed, 
and it was accounted unto him for Righreouſneſſe, not when 
he was in theCircumcifion,but when he was inthe uncircum- 
cifion, and ſo he received the figne of Circumciſion a feal of 
the righteouſneſſe of his faith which'he had before he was 
Circumciſed, that he might be the Father of all that believe 
though they be not Circumciſed ourwardly, that Righte- 
ouſnefſe might be imputed unto them alſo, not of the ſews 
onely but alſoof the Genriles; for all who walk in the ſteps 
of that faith of our Father Abraham, for the promiſe chat he 
ſhould be the Heir of the World was, not,to Abraham or to 
his ſeed through the Law, bur through the Righreoulneſle 
of Faith, therefore is it of faith that it might be by Grace, 

to 
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to.the end that the promiſe might be ſure toall che ſced, nor 
ro that onely which is of the Law, but to that alſo which is 
of the faith of Abraham which is the Father of us all, who a» 
gainſt hope believed in hope, that he might become the Fa- 
ther of many Nations: Obthe Infinite love and wiſdom of 
the Lord God, and the depth of rhe myſtery that hath keen 
hid but now is revealed by his Spirit. | 
Know ye therefore that they that are of faith are the chil- 
dren of Abraham, and the Scripture which cannot be broken 
foreſeeing that God would Juſtifie the Heathen through faith 
preached before the Goſpel unto Abraham, ſaying 7x thee ſhall 
all Nations be bleſſed : The promiſe of the bleſſing ro Abrabam 
and his ſeed, this is the glad rydings of the Everlaſting Go- 
ſpel, the liberty to the Captives, the defire of all Nations 
which is now come and riſen, manifeſted and fulfilled what 
he hath promiſed in this his day ; And all they that be ofthe 
faith are bleſſed with faithful Abraham, and this is the Go- 
ſpel which the Apoſtle was not aſhamed of ctopreach, which 
is the power of God unto ſalvation to every one that believe * 
eth, to the Jew firſt and allo to the Greek, for therein is 
the Righteoulſneſſe of God. revealed from faith to faith, for 
the Juſt lives by faith, whether they be Jew or Greek, bond 
or free, there 1sneicther male nor female here but they areall 
- one in Chriſt Jeſus: Andif they beChriſtsthen are they A» 
brahams ſeed and heirs according to promiſe. And here is the 
fountain opened for the houſe of David and for the Inhabi- 
rants of Feruſalem-for fin and for uncleannefſe; Chriſt Jeſus 
the Everlaſting Covenant, who in the laſt day ofthe great 
feaſt ſtood and cryed, ſaying, If any man were athirſt let him 
come unto me and drink, he that belieyeth on me out of bis belly 
ſhall flow Rivers of Irving waters, bur this he ſpake of the ſpi- 
rit, which they thac believed on him ſhould receive, accor- 
ding to the words of the Apoſtle, who ſaid-unco the Jews, 
Received you the Spirit by the works of the Law or by the hearing of 
faith ? for we through the ſpiric waic for the hope of che 
Righteouſneſle of faith, for in Chrilſt Jeſus neicher Cir- 
cumcifion nor uncircumcition availeth, bur faith: chat 
worketh by Love, and obedience unto him, who ſaith, 
I am the Reſurrefion aud Life, be that. believeth on me, though 
| he 
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he was dead yet ſhall he live; A he that liveth and believeth 
{hall never die, and he that believeth worketh the works 
of God, he rhat believeth ſhall never thirſt ; And this is the 
will of the Father that hath ſent the Son, that every one 
that ſeeth him, ſhould believe on him and have everlaſtm 
life, and he would raiſe him up at the laſt day ; and bleſſed 
are they that believes and lives in the freedom of the ſpirir, 
for to the ſpiritual mind is life and peace, and no evil cyd- 
ings can come to ſuch,ſuch reckons not the ſufferings of this 
preſent time worthy to be compared to the glory that ſhal be 
revealed, for the Juſt lives by his Faith, but if any man draw 
back, my ſoul hath no pleaſure in him. ; 

Now Friends, ſeeing it is ſo, that the ſpirit fpeaketh ex+ 
preſly, that in the latter times ſome ſha]] depart from the 
Faith, giving heed to ſeducing ſpirits and Do&rines of De- 
vils, and that ſome have caſt off their firſt Faith, and ſome 
through the love of money have erred from the Faith, and 
Pierced themſelves through with many ſorrows, and ſome 
have denyed the Faich,and ſome haye had their Faith over- 
thrown by others words, and ſome have made ſhipwrack of 
Faith, and Fude ſpeaksof many (afd ſundry)-that fell a- 
way and loft their firſt love, and did not keep their firſt e- 
face as you may read; And therefore did he exhort chemi 
that they ſhould earneſtly contend for the Faith which was 
once delivered to the Saints? 

Ando Friends, this is che very end of my writing, that 
you even would contend for the pretious Faith in every par- 
ticular and alſo in the general 3 Andcall to mind how that 
God after he had brought the Children of Iſrael our of A- 
gypt, yer they fell in the Wildernefle becauſe of unbelief ; 
Therefore fly all ungodlineſs and follow after Righreouſnels, 
Faith, Love and Patience, fight the good fight of Faith and 
lay hold on eternal Life 3 Conlider the Apoſtle and High 
Prieſt of our profeſſion ,- Chriſt Jeſus, who was faithful to 
him that appointed him, as alſo Moſes was faithful in all his 
houſe as a Servant, and Chriſt as a Son over his own houſe, 
whole houſe are we, if we hold faſt the confidence and re- 
joycing of our hope unto the end, here will every one be 
preſerved clear in his condition, who through the Spiric 
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wait for the hope of the Righreoiiſneſle of Faith, and take 
heed there be not in any of you an evil heart of unbelief 
departing from the-Living God, for we-are made partakers 
of Chriſt if we hold faſt the profefſion of our Faith without 
wavering ; And:unto us the Gofpel is preached -as well as 
unto them, but the word preached did not profit them not 
being mixed with Faith in them that had it, Therefore did 
he (wear 'in his wrath that they ſhould not enter into his 
reſt, they entered not becauſe of unbelicf.

ſhaken though che ſtorms and ctempeſts beat ; Conſider him
